Our correspondent who inquires as to bleaching 
ivory, is informed that a gentle heat is the best 
application. In the case of a plain surface, the 
common housemaid’s iron, made so hot as just to 
be borne in contact with the cheek, and then laid 
on, will have the effect of extracting the oily dis- 
colourment ; but in cases where the flat iron can- 
not be applied, exposure to a gentle heat in an 
oven will be beneficial, ar even to the sun under 
a high temperature. 


‘¢ A Moist Householder,’’ is informed, that we 
are collecting a variety of answers to his inguiry ; 
meanwhile we give the following from a paper of 
Mr. Sylvester's, with reference to rendering stone 
impervious to water. ‘* First a solution of mot- 
tled soap (soap made with tallow is essential) about 
a pound to a galion of water, is to be brushed over 
the surface of the stone until it has a soapy or 
greasy feel, it is then to be washed with a satu- 
rated solution of alum, and when dry will be found 
quite unaltered in appearance, and will resist mois- 
ture completely. Thewhole process seems similar 
to Mr. Crace’s for rendering paper-hangings wash- 
able.” The solution of soap must be used warm, 
and colour may be mixed with it without altering 
the effect.

This Annual contains a register of all the patents granted 
in each year; the title, date, and name of inventor; distin- 
guishing those produced in foreign countries from those 
native, Alphabetical lists both of names and subjccts being 
given, an easy reference is obtained. 

To the manufacturer the importance of this work must 
be at once apparent, as it embraces improvements in 
nearly every branch of art and science, and enables him to 
ascertain what processes and articles he is restricted from 
using or making, and the period when they become public 
property. ‘lo inventors, many are the uses for which a list 
of this kind is available: besides offering them a reacy 
ineans of ascertaining whether others have directed their 
attention to the same subjects, it enables them, if such be 
the case, to determine whether the inventions are similar, or 
what parts are claimed by former patentees, and whether 
they can secure their invention to themselves without in- 
fringement of an existing patent. 

To each annual list is appended some valuable informa- 
tion relating to subjects connected with inventions. The 
“English Patents,’’ 1841, has appended a copy of letters 
patent as now granted in England, by which inventors are 
enabled to form some idea of the rights and privileges they 
acquire by a patent. Also an abstract of the consolidated 
act, which commenced its operation in September, 1842, 
whereby inventors or manufacturers may secure to themselves 
the sole right of making and selling, for terms not exceed- 
ing three years, any new design on articles of manufacture, 
or for any novelty in the pattern, shape, confi 
ornament thereof. The orders of the Lords of the Treasury 
respecting the charges to be made for such registrations, the 
names of articles registered, &c. are given.

The following certificate, dated about eight years before 
this, will shew how little the Ramoneur Association was 
wanted on these grounds :— London, Feb. 1, 1834.

23 has this note—*‘ The Ramoneur Association as well 
as the public are now age J well convinced as to the animus 
of Mr. Steven's attacks: indeed, they have Mr. Glass’s as- 
surance that he has no participation in them. With refe- 
rence to the late experiment at Fishmongers’ Hall, there is 
in Mr. Steven’s statement the usual perversion of facts. 
The Ramoneur Association have to point to large increase of 
business as the best answer to any objection, and perhaps a 
portion of this is the result of Mr. Steven’s expensive ad- 
vertisements.’’ 

What is meant by my animus I cannot conceive. If I hada 
third machine, some little speculation of my own, which I 
was dragging inte notice, the remark would be intelligible. 
The slur also attempted to be cast upon my veracity would 
also be better sustained by a counter certificate from the au- 
thorities at Fishmongers’ Hall. 

I think enough has been said, to shew that the Ramoneur 
or square brush has not been opposed on slight grounds, and 
that the opposition is neither frivolous nor vexatious: if not 
the following certificate will tend to confirm all that has been 
brought forward by me :— 

** Surveyor’s ce, Bank of England, March 2, 1843. 

“JT, the undersigned, do hereby certify that the powers of 
the square brush, with its universal joints, put forth by the 
Ramoneur Association, were this day tried by the servants of 
the said Association, at the Bank of England, in my pre- 
sence, and in the presence of five persons connected with the 
Ramoneur Association ; that the chimneys which were tried 
on this occasion were those of the kitchen in the front 
gatekeeper’s apartment, and the kitchen of the Lothbury 
gatekeeper’s apartments; that in these two instances 
the Ramoneur Association failed entirely in their object, 
from the brush being stopped in both chimneys when at 
a distance of about ten feet from the top; that these two 
chimneys have been regularly swept in common with all the 
other chimneys in the Bank, for many years by Mr. Glass’s 
machine; that the two chimneys in question were 
swept by Mr. Glass and his machine this day, in the presence 
of his opponents: that the gentlemen from the Ramoneur 
Association were urged to try other chimneys, but they de- 
clined it ; that, so far as I have any architectural knowledge, 
a squaré brush can never be successfully employed in sweep- 
ing chimneys, b it is impossible to keep it in one 
uniform position, and if not kept in that position, and 
allowed to twist, itis in danger of becoming fixed in the 
chimney ; whereas a circular brush, made like the one in- 
vented by Mr. Glass, is found to pass easily through the 
chimney, while it affords the workman an opportunity of turn- 
ing the brush round and round in the process, by which quick 
movement the soot is really more completely dislodged than 
by any even, dull, regular motion that could be given to the 
square brush and its universal joints, even if the said Ramo- 
neur could be got through any difficult chimney. And I} 
further certify that considerable damage was done to the

‘** The patent Ramoneur is capable of thoroughly cleansing 
chimneys, of whatever construction, whether straight, 
crooked or angular. It has heen proved, by repeated trials, 
to accomplish the sweeping of flues through which the 
machines in ordinary use could not be passed; and, when 
introduced into a common chimney immediately after 
sweeping by the ordinary machine, it has removed consi- 
derable quantities of soot that had remained undisturbed.’’ 

“The unerring and perfect performance of the Associa- 
tion’s new machinery, together with the simplicity of its 
construction, its effectiveness and ease of management,’ are 
also insisted on,
